Three new City Council- 
men were sworn in last 
night at official Induction 
ceremonies at the Council's 
regular Tuesday meeting. 
Participating in Council 
proceedings for the first 
time were Eh*. Donald E. 
Wilson, William J. Uerk- 
wtt>, and Orin (Bud) John­ 
son.

The three newcomers 
swept out incumbents at 
the municipal elections 
April 9. Present to certify 
election results were out­ 
going Councilmen Ed Tal- 
bert and George Vico. David 
K. Lyman did not attend.

TRADITION, it seems, has 

had an important role in 
the operation of City Coun­ 
cil business over the years. 
But Councilmen are now 
beginning-.to wonder if 
tradition is tangible enough 
to keep things running 
smoothly.

At last night's regular 
meeting the first since the 
municipal election   the 
question of City Council 
subcommittees cropped up 
again. Since there are three 
new faces on the Council, 
the local lawmakers felt 
they had to come to some 
decision about subcommit­ 
tee assignments for the 
newcomers However, the 
question turned into a 
lengthy discussion of the 
legality of the subcommit­ 
tees themselves.

It turns out Uiat there is 
no provision in the City 
Charter for appointment of 
subcommittees, raising 
questions about the validity 
of the behind-the-scenes 
study groups.

AS COUNCILMAN Jay 

Beasley pointed out, tradi­ 
tion dictates that the mayor 
appoint councilmen to the 
police, fire, finance and

other subcommittees imme­ 
diately after each election.

Mayor Albert Isen blasted 
the subcommittee selection 
system as a "matter of 
antiquity." taking it upon 
himself to dissolve all the 
groups.

"You apparently have the 
authority to dissolve these 
subcommittees," exclaimed 
Councilman Ken Miller.

"I haven't even got the 
authority to appoint them!" 
Mayor Isen retorted.

suggested that the present 
system be retained until a 
satisfactory solution could 
be hammered out.

Mayor Isen then re­ 
scinded his earlier decree 
that the subcommittees be 
dissolved.

City Attorney Stanley 
Remelmeyer was asked to 
look into the legal aspects 
of the subcommittee system 
to see if any conflict exists 
between the system and the

California Brown Act, 
which bans secret, closed 
meetings among local law­ 
makers.

AN ELECTED represent­ 

ative of Torrance bus driv­ 
ers, Marvin Anderson, com­ 
plained to Councilmen last 
night that the Municipal 
Bus System is badly in need 
of an updated bus route 
schedule.

Anderson said the cur­ 
rent schedule is years be­ 
hind the time. Estimated 
time lengths between bus 
stops are inaccurate, he 
added, causing inconven­ 
ience to bus riders.

The matter was referred 
to the City Manager Ed 
Ferraro and Bus Superin­ 
tendent M. A. Chamberlain 
for study. Ferraro said he 
would issue updated sched­ 
ules when bus route revi­ 
sion is completed.

The next City Council 
meeting will be held next 
Tuesday at 7 p.m., one 
hour earlier than usual.

Police indicate that there 
were only 309 accidents re­ 
ported between Jan. 1 and 
March 31, resulting in in­ 
juries to 206 persons, and 
causing one death.

This quarter, 41 of the mis­ 
haps involved a vehicle run­ 
ning into a parked vehicle 
The number was 73 for the 
first quarter of 1967. 

     
ONLY SIX cars ran off the 

road during the first three 
months of 1968, whereas 33 
rolled off onto lawns or side­ 
walks during the first quarter 
of 1967.

Sgt. Bruce Bishop of the 
Torrance police traffic de­ 
tail sees no great significance 
in the drop-off, stating tha 
the accident decrease is pos 
siWy a "matter of fate." Spe 
cial four-man patrols of heav 
ily trafficked To-rrance 
streets, however, may be link 
ed to the reduction, Sergean 
Bishop said.

Those examining the statis 
tics must also remember tha 
not all traffic accidents are 
reported to the police, Ser 
geant Bishop added.

Traffic figures reveal tha 
161 men drivers were in 
volved in accidents durin 
March, while only 47 wome 
drivers were involved.

Open House Planned at Skills,Center
The Southern California 

Regional Occupational Center 
at 2300 Creninaw Blvd. will 
open iU doors to the public 
for the first time Thursday, 
AprU 26, when faculty and 
students host a reception for 
the community. ,

Tha open house will be held 
from 7 to 10 p.m. in th* cen­ 
ter's newly opened temporary 
facility.

Dr. Wayne L. Butterbaugh, 
center superintendent, said 
that faculty members in each 
of th* school's seven depart­

ments will give short presen­ 
tations about the work of 
their divisioni.

     
DESCRIBED as a "new ap­ 

proach to total education," 
the center teaches vocational 
skill* such as dental and med­ 
ical assisting, welding, data 
processing, and major appli­ 
ance repair. The center's 290 
students travel to the new 
campus from their horn* high 
schools each day for three- 
hour programs in their chos­ 
en flaW. Students then return

to their home high schools 
for regular academic training 
during th* rest of the day.

Although enrollment 1s 
now United to high school 
students, center o/fkals hope 
to initiate JtHfht Khool pro­ 
gram for adults and "drop- 
outs" by July IS. Within 
three years, Ine canter should 
be providing vocational train­ 
ing for some 8,000 students. 
Programs for the retarded 
and the handicapped lie in 
the distant future. 

This fill, the center will

be equipped to train 375 stu­ 
dents. Reception to the pro­ 
gram has been so favorable. 
Dr. Butterbaugh said, that the 
center has already had to 
toll three times that many 
students there is no room for 
them in September classes.

Dr. Butterbaugh explained 
the center is a joint venture 
of six school districts, includ­ 
ing Torrance, South Ray, 
Palos Verdes, Centinela Val­ 
ley, El Segundo, and Ingle- 
wood.

City Planner Ken Norwood 
AIP, has been commissioned 
to conduct preliminary stud 

of downtown Torrance in 
an effort by businessmen anc 
property owners to restore 
the area as an attractive, con 
venient shopping and service 
area.

Norwood's commission has 
been authorized by the re­ 
cently formed Downtown 
Torrance Association, a group, 
made up of property owners 
businessmen, and others in 
terested in a progessive ap­ 
proach to solving problems 
now facing the area.

"We have obtained Nor­ 
wood's services because of his 
in-depth familiarity with the 
specific problems downtown 
retailers face in virtually 
every growing city in the 
United States today," the 
Press-Herald was told by Lu- 
clus (Bud) Babcock 111, man­ 
ager of the United California 
Bank and president of the 
association.

"Mr. Norwood was an ac­ 
tive participant In the 
thoughtful planning that re­ 
sulted in a MW look for down­ 
town Burbank, which has seen 
a dramatic increase in trade 
since a cooperating group of 
merchants and businessmen 
adopted an over-all plan of 
operation," Babcock said.

The Norwood plan for Bur- 
bank has "demonstrably
